Among the victims of the terrible disas- 
ter on the Hudson River railroad was Gro. 
A. Benepict, Esq., late postmaster of 
Cleveland, and editor of the Cleveland 
Herald. ~ He was a.genial and companiona- 
ble gentleman, a hard-working, bold, hon- 
est and independent editor, and his death 
may be regarded as a public calamity 


The Cinvinnati bill was finally defeated 
at Frankfort yesterday. The Cincinnati 
papers assure us that it will be carried be- 
torethe people of Kentucky; but if it is 
we are inclined to think it will meet no 
other fate. The measure is not one to be 
seriously considered. We are willing to 
give Cincinnati a duplicate of any existing 
charter. We cannot give her an extraor- 
dinary charter. If she is disqualified by 
the laws of Ohio from enjoying any other, 
that is her misfortune and not our fault. 
She must reform her own laws. Wecannot 
square our laws to suit her, particularly 
when we should haye to discriminate 
against «urselyes in order to do so. This 
is the case in a nutshell. The 
action of the Kentucky Senate, 
which fully comprehended it, is eminently 
wise and patriotic, a credit at once to the 
State and to itself. In spite of the free and 
skillful use of financial oi), which appears 


. to have had some effect upon the House, 


and in defiance of the “instructions” pre- 
arranged by agents secured in the interest 
of Cincinnati, the Senate refused by a de- 
cisive vote to reverse its action of last 
winter. It had tully weighed the matter 
when it cast its first vote. No material 
changes had been made in the bill, and no 
new light had been ict in on its character. 
So the Upper House stood true to its con- 
vict:ons of duty and the scheme is dead. 
In this obituary notice we have no harsh 
words for it or for any of its advocates. 
But it they are pot satisfied with what 
they have got, and desire to appeal to 
anothe: tribunal, they shall be gratified. 
Another View ot It. 

If there were a law on the statute book 

prescribing that the education of the chil- 
dren of this Commonwealth should be 
limited to reading, wnting and ciphering, 
as provided in the old law regulating ap- 
prenticeship, an@ that no person should 
receive an education and no school or 
college should be tolerated imparting a 
more liberal education there would be no 
dispute as to the evil effects of such a law 
or as to the propriety of its immediate 
repeal. 

Or if there were existing in the State a 
law prohibiting any ard every citizen of 
this State from raising and selling horses, 
mules and cattle, unless the same when 
sold should be sold ata price not to exceed 
five dollars per head, the evils resulting 
from such a law would be acknowledged 
by all and-everybody would declare for its 
repeal, 

In the first case the State would be de- 
populated by emigration, tor every citizen 
would desire to leave a country prohibit- 
ing by law @ liberal_and thorough edneation 
to his children, and for the same reason 
all immigration would cease, for no one 
would desire to become a citizen of a 
State excluding his children from a good 
and proper education. And in the other 
case. no one would desire to remain a citi- 
zen of a State limiting and fixing the 
price of his property and the product of 
his labor, and no citizen of any other 
State would willingly become a citizen of 
a State having such a law in force. Such 
a law would prevent immigration to and 
encourage emigration from the State. It 
would meet the universal coudemnation 
of the people. Nevertheless, is not the law 
of interest and usury as it stands on our 
statute book similar, if not identical, in 
principle and effect with the hypothetical 
laws abo¥e stated? 

Suppose a law im force fixing not only 
the value of a man’s property but the price 
for use of it—say a law fixing the rate ot 
hire for horses, wagons, teams, the price of 
keeping and feeding same, the rate of pas- 
turage oi horses, mules, cattle and other 
stock—would it be allowed to remain on 
the statute book? Such a law would be 
regarded as an absurdity. It would be 
repellant to immigration and in every as- 
pect of it most injurious. Is not fixing and 
limiting the use and value of money the 
same in principle and effect? 

The great desiderata in Kentucky are 
population, capital, labor and the protec- 
tion of lite and property and liberty in the 
enjoyment of them. The present Legisla- 
ture has been invoked to the solemn and 
serious duty of enacting laws to secure to 
the people of the State all these blessings 
and benefits. It has been looked to for the 
enactment of laws to promote immigration, 
to secure imcrease of capital by 
releasing money from the shackles 
of ap ancient superstitious law, limiting 
interest to six per cent., and establish at 
least a conventional interest, to encourage 
labor and protect laborers for the manu- 
facturing and agricultural interest of the 
State, and to give security to life and prop- 
erty and vindicate the majesty of the law 
by suppressing disorder, violence and 
crime. Enact these laws, for which the 
people have looked anxiously to the pres- 
ent Legislature, and Kentucky will be 
placed on the way to prosperity, wealth 
and honor. She can and will then cdm- 
pete with her sister States in all that con- 
stitutes the prosperity, wealth, renown and 
glory of a great Commonwealth. 

No Legislature, in the history of the 
Staite, ever had imposed upon it greater 
responsibilities, nor was any ever favored 
with such opportunity to confer Jasting and 
inestimable benefits upon the people.

The Cidcinnati papers of yesterday, in 
contemplation of the overwhelmmg de- 
feat of the rafffoad project through Ken- 
tucky, whereby to extend her corporate 
limits and municipa) authority for two 
hundred feet in width through our State, 
were emblazoned with great maps of the 
Cincinnati and Rockport railroad to Chat- 
tanooge, via Owensboro and Nashville. 
This descriptive map is presented as an 
argument to the citizens, not the city au- 


Rockport road. 

Now that the Senate of Kentucky, on 
yesterday, put a guéetus to the extension 
of their jurisdiction into the State, our 
Cincinnati neighbors can put on the big 
how], keep the Rockport railroad map in 
their papers, and stimulate the individual 
citizens to make liberal subscriptions to 
the new outlet to the South. We wish 
them success, as we desire to see railroads 
built everywhere, We note one’thing in 
the grand effort making to secure the 
Rockport railroad to the South—that not 
a dollar is given or proposed to be given 
to build the railroad in Kentucky, from 
Owensbero to Nashville. Why is this? 
Is there apy _ secret 
envy or hostility to Kentuck;? 
The railroad from Owensboro ts 
built out only twenty.one miles, and 
the company have exhausted their means. 
There remain sixty or seventy miles to 
build to reach Russellville or the Tennesa- 
see line. Why does not that rich and 
populous city tender its aid to build the 
road in Kentucky? We will be glad to see 
the Owensboro and Russellville railroad 
built, especially to its intersection with the 
Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad. T bis 
will connect Owensboro, one of our most 
enterprising and flourishing cities, * with 
Louisville. 

A tew wecks ago Cincinnati was solacing 
herself, it not rejoicing, over. her good 
fortune in having a Southern route via 
Evansville, over the Evansville, Hender- 
sonand Nashville railroad. This E., H. 
and N. railroad, we believe, is completed; 
at least they are putting down the last 
three or tour miles of rails, as we learn 
from the papers, and will complete it next 
week. This route, we believe, is only ten 
or twelve miles longer than the Rockport 
route, and it supplies a connection without 
a dollar. How fortunate our neighbor is! 
Cincinnati never contributed a dollar to- 
ward tlre three routes South which she 
now has. There is the Louisyille and 
Portland canal—she never put a dollar in 
it. There is the Short-line and Louis 
ville and Nashville railroad—not a dol- 
lar did she contribute to either; and 
there is her route via the Evansville, 
Henderson and Nashville railroad, to which 
she rendered no aid. Kentucky capital 
suppled her all these great thoroughtares 
.without costing hera cent. Now she is 
expecting and hoping to get a fourth route 
south from Owensboro, to be built with 
Kentucky capital, and she contributed to 
aid Indiana to build the road to connect 
with the Kentucky road the paltry sum ot 
$210,000. But this sum Cincinnati, after 
the most tremendous exertions ever made 
in the history of grand enterprises, has not 
yet subscribed. Let her “hump” herself, 
and we think she can raise this amount. 

This is like Cincinnati. She looks to 
other people to supply Ler wants. Eastern 
capital, we believe, built the outlets north 
other. Kentucky capital built the three 
lines of Connection south. She has had 
opportunities to secure with her own 
capital other routes south; but she was 
niggard of her means and refused or gave 
stintedly. In 1852-3, when the roads were 
building trom Covington to Lexington, and 
Lexington to Danville, and projected on 
to MeMinnville and Chattanooga, Cincin- 
nati exhibited the astounding liberality and 
enterprise of subscribing to the Danville 
road about $78,000. She could have then 
with a million of dollars secured this central 
route south by becoming a simple stock- 
holder, having all the rights of other 
stockholders. But this she refused, and 
her citizens, headed by Mr. Lanz ANDER- 
80N, 8 native Kentuckian, whose power- 
tul influence was given to the work, were 
induced to subscribe the enormous sum of 
_ $78,000, and the itliberality of Cincinnati 
“caused the Lexington and Danville rail- 
road and the Danville and McMinnville 
railroad to fail, and they were abandoned 
at great loss to the people in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Now, we implore our neighbors not to 
be downcast by the defeat of the bill to 
enlarge their municipal corporate limits 
by the Kentucky Senate, but to arouse 
themselves to a proper degree oi liberality 
and enterprise and join their forces with 
the Kentucky Central and build through 
to Chattanooga. We promise to join them 
at Danville by extending the Shelbyville 
railroad to that point. This will make the 
distance from Cincinnati to Chattanooga 
345 miles, and Louisville to Chattanooga, 
via Danville, 295 miles. It is only a differ- 
ence of fifty miles in tavor of Louisville. 
Wake up, neighbors. Show more enter- 
prise and liberality. Shell out and build 
the Owensboro and Russellville railroad 
and extend the Kentucky Central to Chat- 
tanooga. You can do it.
